I ſay the ſeveral eminent and repeated Signs of Heaven 
2gainſt Incendiaries, mutinous and rebellious Perſons, 
hoth at Home and beyond the Atlantic, do molt aſſuredly 
atirm their Ruin and Deſtruction, if they ſhall not ſtud 
to be quiet, and leave medling in State Matters to thoth 
whom it belongs, and be doing their own Buſineſs: And 
this not in Cabals, and Coffee- Houſes, but in their ſeveral 
Shops and Habitations, there providing honeſtly for their 
Families, paying the fame Obedience to their Governors 
in Church and State, (like dutiful Sons) as themſelves 
moſt duely exact and expect from their Children and Ser- 
vant:. Be they but fo wiſe as to follow this Rule, the 
Government would be eaſy, and themſelves may happily 
Gaps the juſt Rewards due to an obſtinate and rebellious 

cople. 

And ſo I now come to the Lunar Fclipſe, but as it is ſo 
near the Year's End, and the Effects will be moſtly ſhewn in 
the next Year, fo 1 ſhall only fpeak a few Words of it: It 
honifes the Death of ſome great Princeſs, &c. the Degrada- 
tion of ſundry Female Perſonages, with Clouds of Obloquy 
«pon their Honours, whoſe Genitures conſpiretherewith; but 
I muſt torbear, having other Things to treat of in my Book. 

You fee in my Emblems that the Doves are flying with 
Olive Branches in their Mouths, which ſhews, in my Opinion, 
that a Time of Peace is near at Hand; and that now, thoſe 
that have encouraged the War may beat their Spears into 


Pruning Hooks, and their Swords into Plow Shares: And 
J hope in a little Time to hear of ſuch an univerſal Peace, 
that the Wolf may once more dwell with the Lamb, and 
the Leopard lie down with the Kid, and the Calf and the 
young Lion and the Fat.ing together, &c. Peace will cer- 
tainly bring Plenty, and nothing can diſturb our Quiet 
but the unruly Moles and reſtleſs Bats, both at H me and 
Abroad, | 

There is a Prophecy of Michael Noftradamus, who was 
Phyfician to three Kings of France, and is as follows; 
which is fulti.ling near theſe Times, which you may find 
is the lait of the ſecond Century. 

Degans les Iſles ſi horrible Tumulte, 
Rien on n'orra quune bellique brigue ; 
Tan grand ſera des predareurs Þ Inſult, 
Au on je wiendra ranger a la grand Ligue. 
In Engliſh, thus : 
Tn the Iſlands ſhall be jo horrid Tumulte, 
T hat nothing jhall be heard but a xwarlike Surpriſe ; 
So great ſhall be the Inſults of the Robbers, 
T hat every one hall ſhelter himſelf under the great League. 
ANNOTATION. 

This is plain, if by the great League you underſtand the 
ſoundeit and moſt powerful Party. 

In the next Place I ſhall give you an Account how the 
Cæleſtial Bodies are diſpoſed in the Year 1778, and what 
they may probably ſeem to ſignify unto the lower World; 
but hy Reaſon the moſt Part of the Winter Quarter fall: 
after the Date of New Almanacks, I begin wich it firſt. 
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OW this Quarter enters at ſuch Time as the Sun 
touches the firſt Point of Capricorn, Which is on 
December the 2ziſt, at 20 Min, paſt 10 in the Forenoon, 
1777, at which Time 6 Deg. of Sagitary culminates, and 
8 Degrees of Aquarius aſcends, and the Moon is going to 
the Square of the Sun and Mercury, and the moſt material 
Aſpects at this Ingreſs are a Trine of the O and u, and a 
Square of the two Infortunes, from Aquary to Scorpis, 2 
fixed Signs ; the two malevolent Planets have moſt Pre- 
dominancy at this Time, and there is a mutual Reception 
between them, though by a Square Aſpect; haw fairly 
Things ſeem carried on for Friendſhip and mutual Agree- 
ments, and yet how many fraudulent Deſigns are in Agita- 
tion near theſe Times ? And I do fay, that of late many 
Differences and Controverſies have been managed, oceultly 
and fraudulently, by our Foreign and Demeftick Enemies, 
to the Prejudice and Diſadvantage of all good and true 
Engliſhmen 5 but whether theſe hypocritical or furious 
Spirits are now either wearied or tired, or perfectly 
diſcovered, and their unneceſſary dividing Projects, or 
aſhamed of their former Attempts and Diſturbances, Things 
begin to look more amicable; many ſober wiſe Perſons 
ballancing, and overpowering the Animoſities and peeviſh 
Juglings of thoſe Quondam Zealots, and over fierce Spirits, 
who have endeavoured, upon miſtaken Axioms, and un- 
found Principles, to have ſubverted the Peace and Tran- 
quility of our Foreign Dominions, as well as at Home : 
And | muſt alſo tell you that the Planet h is powerful at 
this Ingreſs by being in Reception of J, his Motion is 
ſwift, and as he is an Enemy to Old England, therefore 
the Actions of thoſe Enemies whom he doth fignify, wall 
be proſecuted with much Subtilty, Craft, Diümulation, 
with Patience, Lahour, and great Difficulty, with many 
Delays and much Procraſtination of Time, eſpecially during 
the Months of December, January, and February, wherein 
thoſe ſignified by him will much prejudice Mankind, or 
or thoſe under his or their Subjection, with many heavy 
| Burthens, Taxes, and other Enormities, harmful and prejudi- 
Cial, and thereby raiſe ſome Uproars or Commotions amongſt 
the Vulgar, but for the Comfort of England, Mars is the 
better and more valiant Seaman and Soldier, Saturn hein 

naturally a dull heavy Fellow, and a ſlovenly Coward, and 
ever faint-hearted, Foraſmuch as Mars is poſited in the 
Aſcendant in the prime Angle of Heaven, from hence 1 
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judge the greateſt Tranſactions of Europe will be managed 
by his Majeſty of England, his Counſellors and Condudtors, 
both as to War and Peace, with great Magnanimity and 
Haughtineſs of Spirit, as unto the Martial Part, with 
as much Gravity and Prudence in the Civil Part: And by 
the Poſition of the Sun and Jupiter, here is great Hopes of 
powerful Aſſiſtance (if his Majeſty's Occaſions require it) 
of ſome Northern or Eaſtern Prince or People. The 
general Affairs of Chriſtendom ſeem to be managed ſome. 
thing confuſedly, in England wich great Courage and Vi. 
vacity of Spirit, with Sincerity and upright Hearts and 
Intentions. In ſome Countries Matters are carried on with 
high Words and great Brags and Boaſtings ; in other Place; 
with nothing but Deceit, Fraud, juggling, and underhand 
Dealing; in other Places with ſubtle Delays, Treacheries, 
and feigned Devices; however, great Preparations are 
ordering, as well for the Sea as for the Land. For the 
major Part of this Vear we muſt expect military Actions 
to follow the Nature of Mars and Saturn, they both being 
malignant in Influence, and they in their Natures are 
deſtructive to human Kind, both unto Purſe and Perſon; 
they are both eſſentially ſtrong by Reception, the greater 
Miſchief they are capable therefore of effecting, Quonian 
abeis deſcendunt majora fignificata quam abalis, licet enim alii 
participant cum eis tamen Virtus eorum eft valde major, atque 
fortior Virtute Inferiorum, viz. Greater and more high Affairs 
or Effects tradeſcend from theſe two Planets than from 
others, for though other Planets participate in Operation 
with them, yet is their Virtue in Effects and Actions ſo 
tranſcending their Inſeriors, be it in any Matter, Cauſe, 
Accident or otherwiie. 

It is the Nature of Saturn to afflict Mankind with tedious 
Quartan Agues, Conſumptions, lingeriag, pining and 
melancholly Diitempers, weakening Man's Purſe, and con- 
ſuming his Forwne with unexpected Caſualties; theſe 
Things and Diſeaſes he is lice to be the Fore-runner of in 
this Winter Quarter; high Honour is done to ſome Eeclet:- 
aitical Perſon in Foreiga Parts, and the like Advancemen: 
to ſome of our own Nation, either Civil or Temporal. 

Many Reports fly abroad as if ſome Treaty of Peace were 
in Hand, People willingly embrace that Intelligence, but 
Time make, it appear a Vapour, Our Enemies have nc! 
yet had a ſufficient Share of Cæleſtial Influence, let them 
expect it with Intereſt in the next Summer, for 1 am of the 
Oraior's Opinion, who lays ; 
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Peace makes a pleaſant Sound well underſtood, 
But Diſcord better, if the Peace not good, 
Jam not of that Humour to prefer | 
The unjuſteſt Peace before the 78 War. 
Admit I am rifled, rob'd of all Relief, 
Muſt I need's patch a Peace up with the Thief. 

Tt has been the Opinion of ſome ſober Men, that the 
Number 8 carries a Signification of good Import to the 
Britiſh Nation, and Proteſtant Religion, and there may be 
perhaps ſome greater Myſtery in Numbers than what we 
are aware of, the Antients uſed to make a great Account 
thereof, and the Scripture does not disfavour the Opinion.

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Of the VERN AL or SPRING QUARTER, 
HIC H commences at ſuch Time as bright Phzbus 
mounts the firſt Scruple of the Equinoctial Sign 
Aries or the Earth, Libra, which happens this Year on the 
z0th Day of March, at 8 Min. after Noon, at which 
Time the latter End of Cancer aſcends the Horzion, and 
the, Beginning of Aries on the Medium Coli, and the 
Planets are poſited as are ſhewn in the following Figure. 
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In this Czleſtial Scheme we have Mars the Patron ot 
England mounted on the Medium Cœli, and the Sun and 
Venus on the Cuſp, and U in the 2d in Trine to Mars 
and the Sun by Application, and Saturn, the American's 
Significator, is depreſſed and Retrograde in the 5th in 
Scorpio, in the Domicil of Mars, and the Moon is going 
from the Trine of U and &, and applying to the © of 2, 
which particular Poſitions are ſignificant, and worthy of 
the Conſiderati n of the judicious. Bonatus obſerves, that 
when the Sun is in the 1oth fonificat bonorem Regumg; corum 
exaltationem atg; eorum Gloriam et profeftum., The Sun who 
generally ſignifieth the moſt eminent Perſons of Nations, 
as Kings, Princes, Prime Rulers, Governors, Chief Ma- 
giſtrates, as now poſited, manifeſts their Honour, Reputa- 
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tion, and Fame in that Year, their Glory, and obtaining 
Proſperity. Now, if according to the Rules of Aitrology, 
we oblerve the New and Full Moon's preceding and fuc- 
teeding the Solar lngreſs, we ſhall be the more able to give 
judgment of the whole State and Condition of the Year 
following; I have made Choice of the Novilunium ſucceed- 
ing, which is upon Saturday the 28th of March, at 15 Min. 
pail 4 in the Afternoon, which is moſt conſonant to Reaſon, 
and is in Sextile to the Solar Ingreſs. All the Planets, the 
Moon and Mercury excepted, are not much varied from 
their Places. The Moon at the Ingreſs was going from A 
of and &, and applying to q of '$, now ſhe is apply- 
ing to the Conjunction of 7 and A of M and &, a moſt 
admirable Poſition, all of them are mixt in friendly Con- 
figuration: And if we ſhould retrocalculate for 600 Years, 
we ſhould not meet with ſuch a wonderful Poſition of ex- 
pected good Succeſs in Omnibus, in all the Kings Reigns 
fince William the Conqueror. To be ſhort, it ſigniſies 
Health, Wealth, and Proſperity both to King and People, 
Victory over Enemies, or Agreement betwixt thoſe that 
have been at Odds, perfect Amity among Friends, notable 
Occurrences about Eccleſiaſtical Affairs, and reſults about 
Religion; the Preferment of ſome pious and religious 
Perſons, happy Navigations, and proſperous Returns of 
many rich Ships, to the King's great Profit, and Weal of 
the Publick, many retable Embaſſies from Foreign Parts 
concerning high Matters, to the great Joy and Content of 
all, from the higheſt to the meareſt. God may alter the 
Courſe of Nature, as he did in the Days of Joſhuah, and 
Hezekiah, but thoſe are Miracles which are ceaſed in our 
Days. I truft in God, the Events prenoted will. aniwer 
the Poſition. I could enlarge much upon this Revolution 
in the general, but then I ſhall be ſtraiined in my other 
quarterly Obſervations; As to the Fate of particular Perſons, 
it were well worth the noting, it the Geritures could be

569. of à when in N and in the oth 
Houie, as in U. Srgnificat quod quicquid ip/e fignificaverit, 
erit Eventus corum in partibus occidentalibus ; whatever he 
doth ſignify it ſhall be in the Weſtern Parts, Sijgnifcat 
Inpedimentum cuſurum in homnibus cauſd tonitruorum et ful. 
gorum, great Danger will fall upon Mankind by Reaſon of 
Thunder and Lightning ; it might have been well and 
tolerably Engliſhed, by Shot of great Guns, which do both 
thunder and lighten; gravitatem caloris et ejus noxam, 
extream Heat and Harm thereby; erunt bella et contentions 
atque latrocinia in "4m feptentrienalibus, exaltabiturque 
Rex illorum in Revolutione illd, there will be Wars and Con- 
tentions, Rapines and Thieveries in the Northern Parts, 
that King who rules over Gemini (and that is the King of 
England) ſhall be exalted and much magnified in that Revo- 
lution ; et habebit victoriam de inimicis ſuis, ſhall be victo- 
rious over his Enemies; et erunt dolores aurium, Men ſhall 
be grieved with Pains in their Ears, fimiliter puſtulæ, c.

HICH this Year begins September the 22d near 
Midnight, at which Time the latter End of Piſces 
culminates, and 25 Deg. of Cancer aſcends on the Eaſtern 
Horizon. At this Ingreſs I find the Angles partly move- 
able, and partly fixed, all the Planets poſited under the 
Earth, the Moon deflexing from the Sextile of Mars, to the 
ſame Aſpect of Jupiter — the Body of Saturn, Venus and
